588 In deposits. That state has 
193,820 school child depositors as 
against 547,149 for New York. 
California's total number of child 
depositor!) is 214,903.

^ It l» Interesting to note that 
while there are 8S2^?6 fewer child 
depositors In California than New 
York, the total deposits of the 
Golden State top the Empire State 
by $62,7f2. There are many con­ 
clusion* that can lie drawn from 
this, the first one being that the 
per capita wealth of California is 
greater than that of New York, 
and that this condition is reflected 
right down to the tiniest depositor" 
In the family circle. It Indicates 
that California children have more 
to spend- than New York .children 
and- consequently more to save.
